ROOSEVELT MAY 


DELAY ‘REFORM’ 


L E G I S L A T I O N 


Washington, April ll *AP>—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt called in his con­ 
gressional lieutenants today to con­ 
sider whether to sidetrack more of 
his legislative program in view of 
the government re-organization de­ 
feat. 
The White House meeting this 
morning was preliminary to another 
conference of government officials 
concerning relief needs and the pos­ 
sible establishment of a $1,500,000,- 
000 public works program. 
Many legislators predicted that 
the remainder of the congressional 
session would be devoted to relief 
and recovery measures, leaving until 
next year 
proposals which 
they 
classed as “reform." 
In the latter category is the con­ 
troversial 
wage-hour 
bill, 
whose 
chances of House consideration were 
generally regarded as lessened by 
the re-organization defeat. Regional 
planning legislation and revision of 
the anti-trust laws undoubtedly will 
be held over until next year. 
Capital observers declared that 
any administration measures de­ 
signed to aid business undoubtedly 
would receive quick congressional 
approval, whereas the same general 
support might not extend to other 
legislation. 
The impression was general that 
President Roosevelt would carry to 
the voters the fight for his legisla­ 
tive policies, whether or not they 
are deferred for another year. Some 
Washingtonians predicted he might 
make a long .speaking trip during 
the 
congressional 
election

paign. 
Mr. Roosevelt emphasized in a 
note to representative Rayburn <I>.- 
Tex ), Democratic floor leader, that 
there was to be no “personal recrim­ 
ination” over the vote against re­ 
organization, in which about a tldrd 
of the Democratic House members 
joined Republicans.

TREATM ENT URGED FOR 
C ASES O F SOIL SETTLING 
W hen exterior foundation repairs 
that necessitate soil excavation are 
made. the settling, of soil should be 
provided for. 
Snow and rain water 
in the early spring frequently cause 
difficulty in this respect. 
W’ater draining down walls d u r­ 
ing rainstorm s and accumulating in 
soil pockets saturates Hie soil against 
basement walls, and damp cellars 
result. 
For this reason tresh soil 
should be put In all sunken places 
around the foundations, and, if pos­ 
sible, it should be graded with a 
slight slope away from the house to 
assist in draining. 
After the soil has been filled in 
and graded foundation walls should 
be thoroughly cleaned and painted, 
if necessary.
